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THE SOLIDARITY rally for Ethio- 
pian Jews at Jgrusilem’s Binyenei 
ΠΕ απ on Monday could be the 
most important mecting of its kind 
ever held, thinks Canadian jurist 
Irwin Cotler, veteran campaigner 
for human rights around the world. 

It is, he stresses, part of a purely 
humanitarian cumpaign, based on 
the principle of family reunification, 
which the African nations them- 
selves have enshrined in their Afri- 
can Charter of Rights and Free- 
doms. Most African states ratified 
the charter earlier this year. 

“What we are asking for is fully 
consistent with the African -- and 
Ethiopian - cultural heritage.” de- 
clares Cotler. ‘'There is hardly a 


single Ethiopian family in Israel. 


without either parents or children in 
Ethiopia. We are asking for an end 
to the anguish.” 

One of the keynote speakers at the 
assembly will be Natan Sharansky ~ 
if he can get back from a visit to the 
U.S. in time. The various Ethiopian 
groups in Israel who asked Cotler to 
be their counsel, have also charged 
him with bringing his good friend 
Sharansky to the meeting. 

“Surely the fact that there are 
already so many Ethiopian organiza- 
tions proves that they are Jews," he 
jokes. He thinks that Sharansky's 
participation will give the assembly 
an extra dimension, Sharansky is a 
broad-based human rights figure, he 
stresses, “he’s a metaphor for hu- 
man rights." 

The Canadian jurist has no pati- 
ence for the quiet diplomacy versus 
pa campaign controversy, which 

has dubbed “the either-or falla- 
cy." His experience from his cam- 
paigns for Sharansky, Ida Nudel, 
Yosef Begun, Vladimir Slepak and 
others has convinced him that pri- 
vate diplomacy is buttressed by pub- 
lic advocacy, and that public advoca- 
cy can be implemented by private 
diplomacy. 
"The two are mutually reinforc- 
ing, rather than mutually exclusive," 
he contends. 

The African Charter is a fine hu- 
man rights document, says Cotler, 
which makes him optimistic that the 

opian regime will permit family 
reunification and also release some 
30 Ethiopian Jews currently impris- 
oned in Ethiopia,

He is convinced that human rights 
are indivisible. Once, when asked by 
a senior Soviet official why he, a 
Canadian, was dealing with the 
Sharansky case, where a Sovict 
citizen had been found guilty of 
treason, he asked the man: “Isn't the 
Soviet Union demanding the release 
of [South African black leader] Nel- 
son Mandela?” 

“Are you comparing South Africa 
to the Soviet Union?” was the angry 
response, 

“No,” replied Cotter, “but in both 
cases people are being denied their 
human rights. The South African 
government says that Mandela is 
guilty of subversion, At least people 
can visit Mandela: you aren't permit- 
ting me to see Sharansky!” 

At that point in the conversation 
the Canadian diplomat who accom- 
panied him to the meeting noted that 
Cotler was also fighting for Mande- 
la’s release. 

Cotier thinks he made a break- 
through on that occasion. Not that 
the Soviet official agreed that the 
cases were comparable, but the Rus- 
sian did get a different perception of 
how the world might regard the 
USSR's treatment of Sharanksy- 

Cotler was asked to add his voice 
to MandelJa’s cause after he gave a 
lecture in South Africa entitled, “If 
Sharansky, Why Not Mandela?" He 
was pleased to agree because he 
considers Mandela to be “a poten- 
tially unifying figure, who could lead 
a just, post-apartheid society there. 

His role in the two cases is diffe- 
rent. Sharansky did not have a prop- 
er counsel, he notes, whereas Man- 
dela has his own attorneys in South 


Africa, The judicial system in South 
Africa has ‘‘a sort of quasi- 
independence." So he is only in- 
volved in presenting Mandela's case 
on the international scene. In the 
case of Sharansky, he prepared an 
800-word appeal, which he transmit- 
ted to the Soviet authorities, based 
entirely on Soviet legal precedents, 
finding more than 40 violations of 
the Soviet legal code. 


In human rights cases, there are 
two aspects, he explains: the legal 
system of the cOuntry suppressing 
human rights and the “court of world 
public opinion.” He aims both to 
challenge human rights violators on 
the basis of their own law, and to 
‘mobilize shame against them — to 
expdse them to the sunlight of 
embarrassment.” 

Cotler finds it particularly 
appropriate that his campaign for 
Sharansky was helped by his espous- 


al of Mandela's cause, because of 
Sharansky’s own broad approach to 
human rights, He recalls that during 
the early days of the Sharansky cam- 
paign, he was approached by a group 
of Canadian Pentacostalists to lec- 
ture them on the Russian Jewish 
activist, 

“You know him as a fighter for 
Jewish rights," he was told, “but he 
has also spoken up for our people 
over there.” Cotier later discovered 
that Sharansky had also ‘gone down 
the line” for the Baptists, the 
Seventh Day Adventists and the 
Crimea Tartars, among others, 

“Sharansky personifies Hillel's 
dictum,” says Cotler. “He stands up 
for Jewish rights because, ‘If I am 
not for myself, who is for me?’ But 
he also stands up for others, be- 
cause, ‘If I am only for myself, who 
am 1?' He realizes that in involving 
himself in the larger cause of human 
Tights, he enhances the Jewish strug- 
gle.” 


ONE SOVIET official whom he met 
told Cotler: ‘There really has been a 
change in the Soviet Union. It is 
different under Mikhail Gorbachev. 
We all fee] a new excitement!” Re- 
porting this, the Canadian jurist

Scoring progress so far, Cotler 
gives the Soviets good marks only on 
the second question: ail but twa 
prisoners of conscience have been 
released from jail. 

Regarding Jewish emigration 
from the Sovict Union, he notes that 
there has been an increase. but the 
numbers are still very modest; there 
must be a sustained increase. 

Family reunification is going very 
slowly, in his judgement. The Sle- 
paks, Nudel and others, who 
have been separated from their fami- 
lies for decudes, are still not reunited 
with them. 

There are some encouraging sig- 
nals on the cultural and religious 
scene, he concedes. The fuct that 
Begun was able to give an interview 
to an Israeli reporter is a good sign; 
but itis still not clear whether there is 
to be genuine freedom of worship, 
Hebrew lessons and so on. 

There have been increasing hu- 
man contacts, but so far the Russians 
are calling the tune, inviting people 
they want to invite, rather than per- 
mitting unrestricted access. 

{n Cotler's view, there will not be

Cotler thinks that generally speak- 
ing the Soviets have seized the initia- 
tive. '’The news stories are datelined 
Moscow,” he points out. ‘Gor- 
bachev is pursuing a highly sophisti- 
cated, well-coordinated foreign and 
domestic policy, whereas Western 
leadership seems to be paralysed, 

He would like to see the West 
adopt an equally coherent response. 
He concedes that the Soviets might 
make advances on some of his six 
points, while lagging on others; but 
he maintains that it should be possi- 
ble to “calculate an sgetegate” and 
feact accordingly. 

For example, the U.S. does not 
have.to abolish the Jackson-Vannik 
amendement, which links trade with 
the Soviet Union to its record on 
human rights; but, if the Soviet Un- 
jon. makes some progress, the 
amendment could be suspended for 
a trial year. 


COTLER IS still campaigning hard 
in his own country to bring Nazi 
criminals to justice. “If we don't put 
them on trial, we are, in effect, 
saying that what they did was not so 
bad,” he maintains. “It does not 
matter how much time has passed, 
they must still be brought to justice.” 

Still an active opponent of the 
Arab boycott of Israel, he is also 
concerned with violations of civil 
rights in the occupied teritories. But 
he rejects a one-sided approach that 
does not address the human rights 
situation in [ran and the Arab coun- 
tries. 

His Jatest activity is the convening 
of Interamicus, an international 
body which will comprise many of 
the world’s top jurists, including at 
least one prominent Arab and an 
Isracfi. Bli Wiesel has agreed to be 
joint-chairman, and he hopes that 
Andrei Sakharov will be the other 
chairman. Interamicus will intcrest 
itself with human rights violations 
wherever they occuz, Q 
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DURING AN early session of the 
Demijanjuk trial, reference was 
made to Gitta Sereny’s book fra 
that Darkness, which Probes the 
mind of Treblinka commandant 
Franz Stangl. The 1974 buok by the 
British writer and journalist is the 
authoritative work on the largest of 
the German extermination camps, at 
whieh about 880,000 Jews were 
wassed. 

When presiding judge Dov Levin 
heard that Sereny wus in the audi- 
ence, he briefly considered calling 
her as a witness then and there - a 
rare tribute to her expert know- 
ledge.

In October 197] Sereny published 
a series of threc articles in the British 
Daily Telegraph Magazine, based on 
70 hours of searching talks she had 
held with Stangl in his prisoa cell in 
Duesselorf. (He died of a heart 
aftick a day after the ent of the 
talks.) 

She spent another year and a half 
studying records, and seeking oul 
men and women in several corners of 
the world who had been involved in 
one way or another with Stungl's 
slofy. Thus she descended deeper 
“into that darkness.” 

In the preface to her book she 
wrote: "I thought it essential, before 
it became two late, to try at least 
Once, as far as possible uncinotional- 
ly and with an open mind, to pene- 
trate the personality of a man who 
had becn intimately involved with 
the most total evil our age has pro- 
duced. It was important, | thought, 
to assess the circumstances which led 
up to this involvement, for once not 
from our point of view, but from 
his." 

The path leading to this bold and 
innovative approach to a daunting 
subject can be understood through 
the story of the writer's life. 


GITTA SERENY was born in the 
early 1920s and spent her childhood 
in Vienna. Her father, Gyula 
Serenyi, was a landowner and direc- 
tor of a mining company. Her 
mother was an actress and later 
became a translator of plays, 

“T was two years old when my 
father died of cancer. They took me 
into his room shortly before he died. 
T remember being on his bed and 
rubbing my face against his. Hé was 
over 50 then and had been a cavalry 
officer in World War I, a wonderful 
looking man, with a monocle,”

In his will their father had express- 
ed the wish that his children be 
educated in England, and in the 
carly 1930s Sereny was sent to a 
boarding school in Kent.

THE BOOK based on the Stang!

Into that Darkness has not yet

WE WERE happily airborne now. 
but staying aloft called for that 
aforementioned combination of luck 
and skill. Lack would mean a 
number of thermals, those invisible 
columns of warm air that allow glid- 
ers to climb rather than fall, Skill 
ans the pilot's ibility to locate 
those thermals, bank into them, and 
gain maximum advantage from the 
ascending heat. 

To the novice Passenger, this sug. 
gested a desperate game of flappin, 
about the sky in hopes of latching 
onto an invisible escalator, To an 
experienced glider pitot like David 
Hadash, however, it was not exact 
aerial roulette. By searching out the 
vertical scallops in cumulus clouds 
and by sniffing out the likely features 
in the landscape that might be gener- 
ating heat, the pilot can lock ontoa 
channel of warmed air and gain 
altitude. 

The instrumentation also helps. In 
addition to a speedometer and an 
altimeter, each glider contains a dial 
called a variometer, which Tegisters 
vertical speed, or the rate of ascent 
and descent per second. Every de- 
gree over zero means you've found 
warm air and are climbing; every 
degree below zero means you're 
heading back to your native planet. 

Keeping his eyes alternately fixed 
on the instruments, on the ground 
and on the all-important nose- 
ribbon that the pilot must watch to 
level his craft in line with the axis of 
his circular movement, Hadash 
swept into a thermal and gained 
some lift. He coaxed what he could 
out of it for about 10 minutes, but 
concluded it wasn’t very promising. 

“Not such good conditions te 
day,” he suid. “I think we have one 
more chunce over there. We'll give 
that a try." 

The nrea he indicated looked like 
empty space to me, but 1 was not 
about tu argue. Hadush banked and 
swooped, sacrificing altitude as we 
broke free of our one skinny thermal 
in hopes of finding something better. 

Eventually we caught a bit of an 
updraft. But I could tell from the 
altimeter that it wasn’t much. Soon 
the needle was back to zero and 
falling. Hadash tried levelling out, 
but the air gods simply weren't with 
us today.

Bar speaks with authority, A for- 
mer ἘΠῚ ΑΙ pilot and 20-year Air 
Force veteran, he probably knows 
more about gliding than anyone else 
in Israel. In 1940 he built the first 
glider in the country, and seven 
years later founded the glider asso- 
ciation. His most recent creationisa 
super-sleek, high-speed dart-like 
affair that the pilot flies lying on his 
back. Whereas the average glider is 
imported — usually from Germany — 
at a cost of around $5,000, Bar's 
latest model is valued at $60,000. 


GERMANY is probably the world 
centre for gliding, and interestingly 
enough has been ever since the Trea- 
ty of Versailles. One of the punitive 
measures the victorious powers 
levied on Germany at the conclusion 
of World War I was a ban on the 
contruction of airplanes. Deter- 
mined to get into the sky any way 
they could, the Germans proceeded 
to lead the world in gliding—so much 
so that by the late 1930s the nation 
was estimated to have no fewer than 
186,000 glider pilots. 

Today a German holds the world’s 
distance record for gliding — an asto- 
nishing 1,460 kilometres. Gliders 
usually cruise at a gentlemanly 80 to 
100 kph, but have been known to 
scream along at 250 kph or more. An 
American meanwhile claims the alti- 
tude record -- 46,267 feet. Imagine 
seeing that out the window of your 
747 as you're sipping yur scotch. 
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Meanwhile, our own boys are no 
slouches. As we stood near the run- 
way and watched the gliders circling 
above us like so many benevolent 
buzzards, Chico Zvielli, a 29-year- 
old Air Force technician from Tel 
Aviy, proudly told us that one mem- 
ber‘of the club had recorded a flight 
of 11 hours and 15 minutes. 

“We also have competitions now 
and then," Zvielli said, “and some 
guys do some very impressive cross- 
country runs,. flying from here to 
Masada and the Dead Sea and 
beyond. Well, you know, with an 
Air Force like we have, it’s no sur- 
prise we have good elider pilots.” 

Do those pilots include women? 
“Over the years we've had a dozen 
or 50 women who have qualified as 
glider pilots,” club secretary Zammy 
Rahat told us. “It would be nice to 
have more. Women are well repre- 
sented in gliding in Europe and the 
U.S. I don't know why it hasn't 
caught on more here with women, 
Some of our women fliers are excel- 
lent.” 

And some of the wives of the 


pilots aren’t too enthusiastic about 


their husbands spending every Shab- 
bat coasting about in the clouds, 
“My wifé thinks I’m crazy,” confess- 
ed Asher Yucker, a 47-year-old 
farmer from Yokne’am. “But she 
doesn't oppose my gliding every 
weekend.” 

Ἴνα taken my wife up a few 
times,” said Chico Zvielli, “but she 
isn't too crazy about -it. And she 
wouldn't want to take a course to 
qualify as a pilot.” ee

Eitan Ben-David, 45, finds it hard 
to believe that anyone would pass up 
the opportunity to glide.

On a somewhat less mystical 
plane, Mordi Tamir, a 42-year-old 
soil conservationist who works with 
the Agriculture Ministry in Haifa, 
told us that qualifying for a licence 
usually requires 20 hours in the air 
with an instructor, and eight hours of 
solo flight. Minimum age is 17 
(although Amir Hadash apparently 
Started earlier), and a certain 
amount of annual flight time and 
periodic medical checks are required 
to maintain the licence. 

Costs are calculated by whether 
your tow-launch is by truck or plane, 
and by the amount of time you 
occupy the sky. My 20-minute flight, 
for example, cost NIS 33. I was not 
billed for my initial 90-foot launch 
and plunge back to earth. 

The Megiddo Glider Centre is 
located five km. from the Megiddo 
junction along the Sargel Road (look 
for the small sign to the left).

In- 
deed, every time the movie tries to 
gel serious, for instance during the 
scene when Gibson puts a gun to his 
mouth and almost pulls the trigger

More typical are scenes like the 
one in which Gibson tums the tables 


on a drug dealer who has him co- δ 


vered with a gun by asking other 
policemen to shoot the suspect and 
tg hell with his own safety, scream- 
ing his demands so loudly that the 
man with the gun loses all the confi- 
dence the weapon might have given 
him. Or there is the scene in which 
Gibson is supposed to go up on a 
toof and stop ἃ man from jumping 
off. Once there, he simply handcuffs 
himself to the desperate guy and tells 
him that now they will have to jump 
together, frightening the poor fellow 
out of his wits. 

Less consistent than either Dirty 
Harry or Mad Max, Lethal Weapon 
hints at, without trying to treat in 
depth, one very serious aspect of the 
post-Vietnam era in America. All 
characters in this film, including 


both heroes and villains, are Viet- fs 


ham veterans. At one time or 
another, they had served their coun- 
try in-‘that war, had been trained to 
fight and kill, disregarding the value 
of human life. For a certain period of 
time, killing was their way of lifé and 
their only purpose. As a matter of 
fact, both Gibson and his foes are 


presented as members of a special ἢ 


“Killer Elite” unit. 


As long as the war continues, their 
usefulness is self-evident. But what ἢ 


happens to them oncé the war is 
over, and such a black and white set

Musical notes

EVEN THOUGH musical perform- 
ide are still taking place, The Jeru- 
salem Post feature pages are no 
longer inundated with concert re- 
views - a clear sign that the season is 
aver. With the musicians - and pro- 
fessional concert-goers — taking a 
breather, this may be an appropriate 
time for some summing up and 
stocktaking. All the more so since, 
for sheer volume and variety, the 
1986-87 season may well have been 
the richest in some time. 

‘This year's musical scene has wit- 
nessed a proliferation of festivals, 
Some were connected with specific 
celebrations, including the jubilee 
concerts marking the Israel Philhar- 
monic Orchestra’s 50th anniversary 
and the IPO’s Rubinstein concerts 
commemorating the great pianist's 
centenary. The tsrael Chamber 
Orchestra's Amadeus series, 
although not tied to a certain date, 
also took place in conjunction with 
this orchestra’s regular concert sea- 
son, As usual, the Israel Festival ran 
in Jerusalem in May-June. Then 
there were several commercial en- 
terprises, more or less festive, all 
flying the festival banners. 

The public has obviously taken to 
the idea -- the events were well-at- 
tended and most performances 
wamnly received. A word of warning 
to our musical entrepreneurs, 
though, is in order. A serious music 
festival is not yet another tourist 
altraction ~ it needs careful plan- 
ning, thorough preparation and, 
above all, suitable professional con- 
ditions. For example, whatever 
magic there was during the Nights of 
Magic in Jaffa at the beginning of 
this month the area was so crowded 
and noisy, the acoustics and instru- 
ments at the concert venues so pro- 
fessionally unfit that any hope of 
true music-making remained just 
thal~a hope. : 

_ Inthe capital, likewise, the ucous- 
tical properties of the magnificent 
‘Dormition Abbey can make tisten- 
ing to music an often painful - and 
always muddled -- experience. Dur- 
ing the Shefayim festival, the pianist 
Nuno Vieira de Almeida was made 
to accompany the fine counter-tenor 
Mario Marques (both of Portugal) in 
alleder recital on a badly out-of-tunc 
old piano. The goodwill of artists 
and audiences alike can be stretched 
only so far. 


THE GENRE of the year has been 
Opera, the long-time Cinderella of 
Our musical life. The New Israeli 
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WELL SEASONED 


Opera featured a re-run of Mozart's 
Le Nozze di Figaro (premiered last 
season) as well as Brecht-Weill's The 
Rise and Fall of the City of Mahagon- 
ny and Verdi's La Traviata; ΤΑΙ 
Productions put on The Barber of 
Seville with a foreign cast and local 
pick-up orchestra; the Jerusalem 
Symphony offered a semi-staged 
Carmen by Bizet; Peter Brook 
brought his Tragedy of Carmen for a 
highly successful Israel Festival run, 

Also at the festival, a chamber 
opera by Andre Hajdu for youth 
choir and small orchestra on the 
biblical story of Jonah was pre- 
sented. The Haifa Symphony 
mounted a children's opera by Alex- 
ander Sinberger, Shmulik the Super- 
man, and, the icing on the cake, 
Daniel Barenboim and Jean-Pierre 
Ponnelle produced three Mozart 
masterpieces - Le Nozze di Figaro, 
Don Giovanni and Cosi fan Tutte - 
with the IPO. The artistic level of 
presentations was, understandably, 
varied, with the Philharmonic pro- 
ductions turning out almost too en- 
chanting to be true. There is clearly 
an operatic momentum generating; 
Jet's hope that the quantity will not 
come at the expense of quality. 

Two series shared this column's 
Project of the’ Year title; the [PO's 
Rubinstein concerts and the [CO's 
Amadeus centred on piano playing. 
Having some of today's most impor- 
tant artists perform ‘the favourite 
works of the Romantic repertory 
night after night presented a unique 
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perspective on what great artistry is 
all about. The brooding, rhapsodic 
individualism of Radu Lupu, the 
Olympian pose of Maurizio Pollini, 
the white-hot concentration of Alfred 
Brendel, the aristocratic composure 
and inner strength of Alicia de Lar- 
rocha, the stunning power and bril- 
liance of Yefim Bronfman — all coex- 
isted, complementing one another 
and blending into a fascinating 
kaleidoscope of high art. 

The ICO's Amadeus, its fall and 
spring instalments featuring Mozart's 
complete, spectacular piano concer- 
to output, accorded the limelight to 
distinguished international masters 
and local soloists who, for the most 
part, proved skilful and inspired in- 
terpreters. We should be proud of 
having such a group of talented pian- 
ists - from the young Ohad Ben-Ari 
and Shlomo Shem-Tovto Arie Vardi 
and Pnina Salzman - able to tackle 
the demanding repertory. Fittingly, 
all the Amadeus concerts had to be 
iy oo by popular demand. 

he musician of the year is Danicl 
Barenboim. A frequent visitor this 
season, Barenboim demonstrated 
the scope of his art in all its awe- 
inspiring breadth and depth. Consid- 
er the repertory alone: late Bect- 
hoven (the Ninth Symphony and 
three last piano sonatas), Chopin, 
Tchaikovsky and, of course, Mozart. 
The vitality, humour, charm and 
lyric warmth in his Mozart; the lively 
spirituality of his Beethoven; the 
spontaneous romantic fervour of his 


Chopin; the dynamism of his 
Tchaikovsky concerty and his firm- 
ness in the composer's Fourth Sym- 
phony - these, combined with his 
skill and intellectual control — put 
Barenboim in a class by himself. His 
rendition of Mozart's B-flat major 
Piano Concerto as soloist and con- 
ductor, was for this listener, the 
performance of the year. 


MANY SUPERIOR soloists per- 
formed for appreciative audiences 
this season: the expansive Mstislav 
Rostropovich; Yo-Yo Ma; the irres- 
istible Ferrucio Furlanetto, who 
sang title roles in all the three IPO 
Mozart operas; Alfred Brendel, 
whose Schubert recital and Brahms 
First Concerto were spiritual revela- 
tions; Leon Fleisher, whose per- 
formance of Ravel's Piano Concerto 
for the Left Hand accompanied by 
the Jerusalem Symphony was col- 
ourful and monumental; the British 
Consort of Musicke, whose mem- 
bers sang [7th-century madrigals 
with dazzling perfection; violinist 
Itzhuk Perlman, whose readings of, 
the Beethoven and Prokofiev's 
second Vialin Concertos were un- 
surpassed even by his lofty stan- 
dards. 

However, no less gratifying an 
experience was provided by 13-year- 
old Israeli Ohad Ben-Ari, who per- 
formed Beethoven's Second Piano 
Concerto. Playing on short notice ~ 
due to one of many cancellations -- 
his performance with the 1PO was 
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not just technically and miusically 
irreproachable but also showed 
maturity, aplomb and self- 
confidence fitting a major talent. 
Should he continue to grow, Ohad 
Ben-Ari stands every chance of be- 
coming an important artist. He is, 
thus, our soloist of the year. 


DESPITE ail the illustrious conduc- 
tors who cancelled their appearances 
- Giulini, yon Dohnanyi, Levine and 
others - many a spell-binding maes- 
tro led our orchestras. Leonard 
Bernstein affered an unforgettable 
Dvorak's Ninth; Georg Solti - 
Mahler's Fifth; Zubin Mehta - 
Bruckner’s Eighth. In Jerusalem, 
there were the stylish Roger Nor- 
rington, the passionate Yuri Ahro- 
novitch, the colourful Sergiu Com- 
issiona. 

Perhaps the most striking de- 
velopment, though, was-the profes- 
sonal growth of Shlomo Mintz as a 
conductor. His appearance with the 
Chamber Orchestra at (he end of the 
season revealed a self-assured, tech- 
nically well-equipped master, able to 
transmit his clear, balanced interpre- 
tive ideas to the players. Shlomo 
Mintz is our conductor of the year. 

The dramatic moment of the 
musical season may have been the 
unrehearsed Mann Auditorium per- 
formance of Mozart’s C-minor Piano ἡ 
Concerto by Radu Lupu, Mehta and 
the IPO. Having played the Schu- 
mann concerto in the first half of the 

, evening, Lupu was called to the 
tescue when it became clear thal 
Pnina Salzman, due to play after the 
intermission, would not be appear- 
ing because of severe pneumonia. 
(She had rehearsed that morning, 
despite the fever.) 

So, during the intermission, the 
music sheets were fetched from the 
IPO library, Mehta took the wood- 
winds into a room to rehearse sec- 
tions of the second movement, and 
as the bell rang, they went on a 
Lupu played remarkably, the 
orchestra was alert and precise, and 
Mehta — fabulous collaborator that 
he is - coordinated matters perfect- 
ly. It was a gruetling test, which 
all passed with flying colours. 

finally, there is the tlop of the 
year, For all their advance publicity 
and, perhaps, reputation, the per- 
formance by the Berlin String Quin- 
tet (consisting of the Berlin Opera 
Orchestra's first-desk players) of 
Mozart works at the Shefayim festiv- 
al turned out heavy, charmless and

This time he 
spent a week in Portugal, lectur- 
ing at a schoo) in Setubal, where 
the pupils study general subjects 
in the morning and dance in the 
afternoons, 

“1Uhas been an interesting year 
here," said Prof. Berger. “I disc- 
overed material about dance that 
1 never knew existed.” This 
material consists mainly of videos 
and programmes both at the 
academy and at the dance library 
in Tel Aviv. He and Joan Cass 
(former dance critic of The Jeru- 
salem Post) are planning a direc- 
tory of the entire video collec- 
tion. 

Prof, Berger stayed on an extra 
month to give classes for the 
academy's summer courses on 
the history of dance and on 
choreography, and to give a 
seminar on theatre dance at the 
Rothberg School for Overseas 
Students of the Hebrew Uni- 
versity in Jerusalem. 

“Ihave been very comfortable - 
here," he said. “People have 
been helpful and welcoming, 1 
have had no difficulty with using 
English (as a teaching medium) 
and was pleased with the intellec- 
tual ability of the students." 

Having sut in at some of Prof. 
Berger's classes ἢ can say that he 
has a particular gift for communi- 
cating with students for whom 
English is not their first language, 
His explanations are clear, his 
examples either quoted, demons- 
trated ar shown on video.

Rain worms of the type used by 
anglers are hermaphrudites as are 
most snails. These creatures breed 
with one another to increase the 
exchange of penes aud thus ensure 
stamina in the species. But they 
function both as niales aud females, 
This is also true of many molluscs. 

Protandry, on the other hand, is 
one of nature's most devious ways of 
increasing populations without the 
need for males except when breed- 
ing. Aphids, those familiar little gar- 
den pests, ure in this class ax are 
some snails, molluscs and fish, 

Most remarkable in the latter cluss 
is the common black mollie of the 
aquarium, A young female mollie 
fish mates with u male, a much older 
Specimen than herself for reusons 
we'll soon sec, From that first mat- 
ing, the female mollie spends ἃ life- 
time reproducing, after that first 
bi-sexual hatch, by parthenogencsis. 
All of her future offspring are 
females which, in turn, mate and 
then reproduce daughters.

ONE OFTEN wonders how long an 
artist can develop a single theme 
without destroying its basic tenets. 
Moshe Kupferman has been turning 
out his special pictures for many 
years, utilizing alternate bands of 
subdued chalky violet, grey-white 
and black tones with underpainting, 
and over-drawing of calligraphic 
strokes or fields of neutral colour in 
the violet and grey families. There is 
the concept of moving from deep 
space to shallow surface (in and out) 
and there is the idea of co-joining 
overall patterns to quixotic scribbles 
and iutomuatic writing or incarporat- 
ing open spaces with amorphic 
shapes, 

Within each system, Kupferman's 
quietude, solace and soulful picture- 
making culminates in superior ab- 
stract works of art. He seems lo paint 
his pictures effortlessly. On ex- 
amination, however, there is -the 
realization that each horizontal or 
vertically opposing band, each 
undercoat, cach sporadic line and

every layer of colour is meaningful 
and controlled; yuilled together by 
years of examination, experimenta- 
tion and a deep human commitinent 
to perfect his dialogue with the 
painted surface.

FIVE ARTISTS showing works on 
paper are no newcomers to the local 
scene, The uniqueness of their cur- 
rent togetherness is that all the pic- 
tures belong to Charles Majorkas, Β 
collector who thoroughly believes in 
the encrpies (if not the pluralism) of 
segments of contemporary Israeli art 


and has devoted his time and effort 
during the past several years to col- 
lecting and showing choice purch- 
ases focally and in select European 
Museums. 

After exhibiting a full spectrum of 
first rate paintings (including Nikel, 
Hershuni and Kupferman) at the 
Open Museum in Tefen last month, 
Majorkas has now dipped into his 
extensive cabinet of drawings, col- 
lages and prints. There are several 
marvellous Danziger sketches, a 
couple of early Raffi Lavi mixed- 
media works that sparkle with his 
“immature” dynamism; and a few 
Aviv Uri's thal are packed with the 
boundless tensions and small spatial 
“explosions” that make her abstract 
drawings unique in Israeli art. One 
must applaud (as well as respect) 
Majorkas for publicly supporting his 
local favourites. (Bograshov Gal- 
lery, 6 Bograshov, Tel Aviv). Till

DAVID WACHSTEIN is unscrupu- 
lous with colour and drawing, using 
the former to its fullest visual power 
without concern for space or render- 
ing, while using the latter in different 
styles and descriptive configura- 
tions. Wachstein combines layers of 
picture-making on one plane, jump- 
ing from basic narrations of his wife 
in genre poses (out of the tub) to 
rossly enlarged art nouveau flower 
r, to overall geometric symbol- 

ism hidden as a white pattern, After 
a while the confusion of first im- 
pressions begins to unravel so that 


the viewer begins to see all the 
images as one bang on the head, 
while dissecting and penetrating the 
parts as well. A member of the Rega 
Group, Wachstein is simultaneously 
experimenting with illusion, colour 
and drawing, looking for alternate 
solutions to established easel paint- 
ing while pulling off explosive can- 
vases that are, in the main, express- 
ive and acceptable. It's the type of 
painting that could lead nowhere or 
find its niche and emerge with start- 
ling results.

JACQUES GREENBERG, an 
Israeli painter living in Paris since 
‘62, shows a series of vertically- 
oriented gouache paintings an pap- 
er, evoking primitive motif based on 
African tribal art. Bold designs, in- 
corporating sweeping bands of line 
with flat shapes and slightly mod- 
elled forms, are pulled together in a 
quasi-sculptural study of secret soci- 
ety masks, including references to 
Bambara antelope carvings and re- 
ductive Dogon images. With a great 
deal of insight and sensitivity. 
Greenberg subdues his hues to 
greyed black, red, blue and olive 
middle tones so that the sculpto- 
cubistic drawings maintains a stabil- 
ity of character without expressionist

All of Kafri's 
prints project the essence of life's 
details and posture, even in those 
pictures where the absence of human 
involvement is only felt, not seen. 
Brazil-born Solano Goldfarb, here 
since '79, is an impressionist at heart;

Again 
dominated by America und Ger- 
many, it's by and large the sume sort 
of art and performance art, with, in 
many cases, the same artists offering 
essentially the same aproach. 
Among the repeats: Beuys; Amer- 
ica’s Richurd Serra, Robert Longo, 
Alice Aycock, George Trakas, Jen- 
ny Holzer, Robert Morris, Alan 
Kaprow and Nam June Paik; Ger- 
many’s Anselm Kiefer, Gerhard 
Richter, Hans Haacke and Ulrich 
Ruckriem; Britain's Tony Cragg:

Well aware that no spectacular 
uew sm" fas emerged in the last 
few years, Schneckenburger has 
chosen to complement the painting 
and sculpture, rather mengre this 
time, with ἢ great deal of design, 
architecture, video and electronic 
music.

were able to condemn Morris's 
effort for its cheap theatricality. 
They were right; just the painted 
photes would have sufficed. 

A more subtle comment on man’s 
inhumanity to man on ideological 
grounds was to be found out-of- 
doors in the park facing the Oranger- 
ies, where Scotland’s Ian Hamilton 
Finlay has erected four guillotines 
along the park’s central path, fram- 
ing a little classical temple at its 
distant end. A text is inscribed on 
each of the four bronze blades. The 
first reads: ‘Frighten me if you will,

To some, this was more than a 
reminder of zealous revolutionary 
terror in Paris.

machines and conceptual references 
to black hofes and space travel, as 
well as some dismembered and reas- 
sembled cars. A lifesize reproduc- 
tion of the sleazy entrance tu an 
Indian reservation cantina by Amer- 
ican Terry Allen, cumplete with par- 
den dwarfs, a madunna shrine and 
beer cans in the sind, is adirect lift in 
approach from Ed Kienholz, whose 
tableau of a southern lynch- 
Castrition was the crowd stepper at 
Documenta ὃ. 

The crowd stupper this time was at 
huge assemblage bronze casting by 
Robert Longo entitled “All You 
Zombies (Truth Before Ged)" ἃ 
Single figure which is a horrifyingly 
effective combination of comi¢-strip 
science-fiction heroes and monsters, 
coniplete with samurai helinet and 
open penile sheath, armed with ev- 
erything from a spear toa revolver 
and, like society, appearing te com- 
mit a form of Aarekiri. Longe was 
given it whale roum for three works 
but the two accompanying ones, 
both wall-paintings combined with 
reliefs, one alsa with a samurai 
matif, fell quite flat. 

Post-modernist éxpressionism 
painting was out this time. Symbol- 
ism and messipe paining was in, 
most of it from America. Komar and 
Melamid, the Russian-Jewish 
emigre teum whu spent only half a 
year here before settling in the U.S., 
showed a whole wall of paintings 
combined into scenes and messages 
trom the Yalta meeting between 
Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt, the 
latter pair being almost obliterated 
in 2 take-off of post-modernist tech- 
niques, white another panel depicts 
the judgement of Solomon, evident- 
ly the division of Europe. Not very 
subile. Even less interesting was 
Rob Schutte’s large realist painting 
of a Napoleon picce standing alone 
on a chessboard. New York's Eric 
Fischl was represented with three 
large multiple-piece canvases in his 

best Sargent manner, mostly dead 
without the heavy sexual overtones 
that usually form the subject of his 
works. California's Mark Tamsey 
altracted a lot of deserved attention 
with his luge monochrome realist 
paintings recking with Third Repub- 
lic symbolism, the biggest and best 
canvas set in a Cezanneish 
Framework of trees against the back- 
ground of Mant St. Victoire, a wry 
commient on France's 1940 defeat. 
Here, in vach case, wus Schnecken- 
burger clioosing subject matter, not 
new painting. 

There were lots of overt message 
pieces too, notably by America's 
Barbara Kroger (recently seen at the 
Israel Museum) and her computriot 
Les Levine, whose “Hate Yourself” 
and “Seduce Yourself” billboards 
were located in a nearby subway. 
Germany's Hans Haacke was again 
hacking away at heartless German 
firms in his familiar “adverts,” this 
time savaging Daimlet/Benz and its 
Deutsche Bank backers of schemes 
in South Africa. Haacke's trick is 
simply to quote the enemy; but we 
saw him doing exactly the same thing 
last time. 5 

Sometimes even the most banal 
ideas, in the right hands, leave the 
strongest impression, Belgium's 
Marie-Jo Lafontaine piled up 27 TV 
sets and screened carefully staggered 
injages of body builders pumping 
iron to the music of Benjamin Brit- 
ten. The resultant abstract designs, 
all in fluid motion, were extraordi- 
narily effective, almost hypnotic.

Together with Finlay's guillotines 
and-an impressive earth work by 
Israei's Micha Ulman (of which 
more in a second article devoted to 
the considerable number of Israelis 
at Documenta), it was one of the 
more memorable outdoor works at 
Kassel. And there was a four part 
arrangement of steel plates lying 
under the trees at the back of the 
Orangerie, by Toronto's .David 
Rabinowitch, each formed of fitted 
rusting steel plates of successive 
order of parabolic and ellipticat 
motifs. 

But there were a number of eye 
catchers inside too. Czech sculptor 
Magdalena Jetelov's huge split tree 
trunks, bonded together in a massive 
construction, would have looked 
better among the trees outdoors. So 
would Nikolaus Lang’s very German 
mud-and-moss sculptured wall, part 
of it forming a face and recon- 
structed in an artificial indoor pool: 
the original was set in a forest glade.

From a total school population of 
about 9,000 Amb children at the 
establishment of the state, the num- 
ber has ballooned to 220,000, or 
about one third of the total Arab 
pomustos of Israel. The number of 

igh schools in the whole Arab ske- 
tor has increased from one to 61, 
According to Haidor, the drop-out 
rate in elementary schools has been 
reduced to nearly zero, The propor- 
lion of 15-18-year-olds who are in 
school has also increased to 60-70 
per cent. (Although the proportion 
of those sitting and passing matri-- 
culation exams is still low.) 

“And yet Isracii Arabs have an 
uncomfortable feeling that the 
education of their children is lagging 
far behind that given to Jewish chil- 
dron,” sald-Haider.

Anda growing number of Arab 
parents and educators, taking a 
realistic view of the limitations that 
will confront their children in the 
employment field, believe they will 
stand a much better chance if they 
are trained in vocations the Israel 
economy needs rather than in gener- 
al academic studies. 

Six months ago, Koplewitz had 
told me that until recently there was 
hardly any demand in the Arab sec- 
tor for vocational education, but 
today the demand has grown. What 
characterizes vocational, as opposed 
to academic, education, is the high 
cost of workshops, equipment and 
special buildings. The trouble has 
been, that a large number of the 
vocational schools in the Jewish sec- 
tor have been funded by volantary 
Jewish organizations and by dona- 
tions from Jewish Agencies abroad. 
‘The Arab sector has been totally 
neglected in this regard. Only re- 
cently has the Histadrat Amal sys- 
tem begun to develop vocational 
education in the Arab sector, 


KOPLEWITZ had said in January 
that the time had certainly come for 
an Arab to fill his position, but he 
was not at all certain that an Arab 
head of the division would be more 
successful than a Jew in advancing 
the cause of Arab education. 
Haider's appointment should cer- 
tainly be seen as an important sym- 
bolic advance, although given his 
record as deputy for the past’ 12 
years, it is doubtful whether he is the 
Person to lead a revolution In that 
aren.

The most he would say about

development of vocational schools. 

In surveying the situation in the 
field of Arab education, generally, 
Haider touctied on one development 
that may yet prove to have the most 
revolutionary implications, Over 40 
Per cent of the teachers in Arab 
elementary schools are now wonien, 
he noted, compared with close to 
zero per cent in 1948, The near total

The situation among many. Arab 
male teachers would seem to be the 
Opposite. Haider confirmed that 
there is poor motivation and occupa- 
tional frustration among many of 
them, 

Nearly all Arab male teachers at 
the elementary level had B.A.s, 
which is 8 much higher proportion 
than in Jewish schools, said Haider. 
“On the one hand this is certainly 
pa for the quality of education, 

ut on the other hand, there is a 
considerable build-up of frustration 
Among those highly-qualified Arab 
teachers. Many of them would 
tather be working in the professions 
for which they have been trained, 
and have taken teaching jobs only 
because they confronted insur- 
mountable obstacles in getting those 
other jobs. 


ONE OF THE projects Haider in- 
tends emphasizing is education for 
democracy and for Arab-Jewish co- 
existence; this has already found 
expression in the proliferation of

He believes that these meetings 
can have an important impact, but 
only if they are well-prepared. The 
main problems such Meetings could 
alleviate, he feels, are concentrated 
peel in the Jewish sector.

After six 
years he became principal of the 
school and went on to develop it into 
the first high school in the area. 

By 196! he had heen accepted to 
the advanced training course to be- 
come an inspector of education, a 
Position he filled in the Negev, Ἐπεὶ 
Jerusalem and Galilee. In 1974 he 
was seconded to the Ministry of 
Interior to run the Nazareth munici- 
pality for two years, after which he 
took up his last position as deputy 
head of Arab education. 

He completed his M.A. at the 
Hebrew University in 1975, and two 
of his brothers also have M.A.s. One 
of them is now working as an agri- 
cultural expert in the U.S., having 
for some time managed Israeli farms 
in Haiti and Zambia. 

Since taking a ministry position in 
Jerusalem, Haider has moved to the 
Shuafat neighbourhood in north 
Jerusalem. Of his four sons and one 
daughter, his eldest son obtained a 
Ph.D. in chemistry from the Heb- 
Tew University and is now at Ottawa 
University. His daughter qualified as 
ἃ teacher, and now married, is 
teaching back in Kafr Kar'a. 
Another son is completing his B.A. 
in biology and a third in Middle East 
studies at the Hebrew University. ᾿ 

The remaining son, Haitham, is 
working on his M.Sc. in biology at 
the Weizmann Institute. He came 
into his father’s office during our 
interview to wish him good fuck in 
his new job. 

Haitham was the first Arab to 
study in the Rene Cassin High 

School in Jerusalem’s Ramat 
Eshkol. “It was a strange and scary 
feeling at the beginning,” he said. 
“But I soon made many friends, and 
they visit me freely in our home in 
Shuafat and I in theirs in Ramat 
Eshkol.” é 

Ali Haider was on the parent's

YEARS AGO, an American aunt 
visiting me in Tel Aviv, louked 
around my moder apartment with 
approval, convinced that living con- 
ditions here were civilized. Then she 
suddenly asked: “But can you drink 
the water?” [ answered with a re- 
suunding “yes” and would do the 
sanie today, despile the recent flaod 
of advertisements for botiled miner- 
al water und for numerous devices 
purporting to “purify” our drinking 
supply. 

The Ministry of Health, the 
national Water Commission's De- 
partment for Urban Water, the Con- 
sumer Protection Authority of the 
Histadrut, and the Water Accessor- 
ies Centre attached to the Standards 
Institution all assure me that the 
piped drinking-water throughout 
Israel is safe for human consumption 
from the bacteriological point of 
view — except for very rare “mis- 
haps.” In such cases, as soon as 
contamination is discovered (as in 
the Haifa Bay area a year or su ago), 
the Health Ministry issues warnings 
to boil water temporarily until the 
fault is corrected. 

In Israel, the municipal author- 
ities are responsible for supplying 
their citizens with water which meets 
the conditions for bacteria counts, 
chemical composition and clarity as 
set down in the national standard for 
the quality of drinking-water, The 
Ministry of Health does periodic 
checks to oversee that the municipa- 
lities are indeed supplying water 
which meets this standard. ttis often 
charged that the Israeli standard 
itself is low when compared with 
those of developed Western coun- 
tries, and steps are being taken to 
taise the standard. 

If we assume that drinking the 
water straight from the tap in Israel 
is unlikely to make anyone fall sick, 
why do so many people want to treat 
their household water supply? The 
Teasons one hears are manifold and 
varied: to make the water look clear- 
er and taste better, to alter the 
chemical composition for alleged 
long-range health benefits, to coun- 
teract the hardness of our water 
which leads to a build-up of scale in 
kettles, solar and electric water hen- 
ters, and other appliances, and even 
85 ἃ precaution against the chance 
that the bacteriological level may be 
unsafe at times. Some people boil 
their drinking-water at home. Some 
install filters on their entire piping 
systems. Some attach a purifying 
filter device to the kitchen tap. Some 
buy an expensive system which sub- 
Jects the water to bacteria-killing, 
ultra-violet rays. And some even 
a Costly water-softening sys- 

ms. 


There is a great deal of misunder- 
standing among the general public as 
ἰο what these various types of home 
Water treatment will and will not do 
for the water Supply. Some methods 
may even cause more harm than 
Rood, while certain methods can be 

ful to people with particular 
Conditions. For instance, a 
Watet-softening system which works 
ὉΠ ἃ sodium ion exchange principle 
'S inadvisable for people who must 
limit their salt intake due to high 
Pressure or heart disease. 

The Ministry of Health directed 
me to Dr. Yosef Marzouk, who is 
director of its institute for the stan- 

zation and control of phar-. 
maceuticals, and who has been 
ine ἐγ ἐν touch with local manufac- 

rs of water purifying equipment. 
Dr. Marzouk's emgectuie uaa 
{0 the idea of private householders 
‘stalling any such equipment is,

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device sold in Israel is the kind which Pmt Paes gene 


attaches to the kitchen sink tap. The 
water goes through a filter cartridge 
containing activated carbon. The de- 
vice is supposed to serve a dual 
purpose: A filter mesh traps parti- 
cles of sand, rust and other “hitch- 
hikers" which often give our water a 
cloudy, murky appearance. The acti- 
vated carbon absorbs the chlorine 
compounded with organic matter 
which gives water an unpleasant 
after-taste and odour. That chlorine: 
has been put there by our municipal 
water suppliers in order to kill bac- 
teria in the water. 


TROUBLE IS, some of these de- 
vices can actually turn into hot- 
houses for the multiplication of bac- 
teria, the Health Ministry confirms. 
In the hours when the faucet is not 
being used, the damp enclosed area 
of the filtering device can encourage 
the growth of bacteria, so that the 
first waters to come out when the tap 
is turned on again will be more 
dangerous to drink than ordinary 
unfiltered tap water. Some say this 
problem can be overcome by allow- 
ing the water to run for a few mi- 
nutes, but this is both wasteful of 
water and unreliable, as people, 
especially children, may forget to do 
80. 


However, the more sophisticated 
models of tap-situated purifying de- 
vices — including al} those by our sole 
local manufacturer, May-Tzurim of 
Kibbutz Rosh Tzurim— use activated 
carbon which has been impregnated 
with silver ions. The silver makes the 
carbon filter “bacteriostatic", which 
means that it inhibits the growth of 
bacteria, although it does not kill 
bacteria already present. ‘In our 
filters, the bacteria count does not 
change, but remains on a ‘one in, 
one out’ basis," a spokesman for 
May-Tzurim assured me. ; 

Dr. Marzouk emphasizes that if 
anyone does install a water-tap fil- 
ter, it should certainly be of this 
type, with silver ions in the activated 
carbon. I asked him why the Health 
Ministry permits the sale of any 
purifying devices without silver ions 
Lt fe had no satisfactory answer. 
It seems to me that if the Health 
Ministry itself has determined that 
certain types of filters encourage the 
growth of bacteria, these should be 
banned. It is not always easy for the 
public to know which filters have 
silver ions in their carbon, and which 
do not. 

The term “sapen bacteriostati” 
(bacteriostatic filter) isthe term used 
on the May-Tzurim products to indi- 
cate this feature. When it comes to 
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imported faucet-type purifiers, the 
consumer should read the labelling 
carefully, preferably the original- 
language wording of the manufac- 
turer abroad if that appears on the 
packaging or brochure. 

However, the Health Ministry, 

says Dr. Marzouk, would like a 
warning printed, specifically on 
those filters which contain the useful 
silver ions, and it plans to demand 
this of manufacturers soon. The 
warning should say that the silver-- 
ionized filter “should not be used by 
persons suffering from kidney ail- 
ments, nor by premature infants.'* 
The silver-ionized carbon, while in- 
hibiting bacteria growth, also ruises 
the level of silver content in the 
water itself, and while this reported- 
ly remains within acceptable levels 
for most people, it can be dangerous 
to those with kidney problems. 

Dr. Marzouk is also concerned 
that consumers may not know how 
often to change the carbon car- 
tridges in the tap-type filtering de- 
vices. Technically speaking, the 
optimal frequency of cartridge- 
change is a dual function of how 
much water passes through the filter, 
and how cloudy or chlorinated that 
water is to begin with — factors which 
differ from region to region, or even 
from building to building. The silver 
ionizing effect does not last forever, 
and neither does the amount of 
pollution the filter can absorb. A 
filter cartridge which is too full of 
dirt can actually release dirt into the 
drinking water, Dr. Marzouk says. 

In practice, commercial com- 
panies state the recommended time 
for cartridge chunge in terms of 
months. May-Tzurim, for instance, 
recommends a change every three to 
five months ~ and its replacement 
cartridges carry a recommended 
price of NIS 7.50. This company's 
tap-attaching purifying devices 
themselves range in price from NIS 
19 to NIS 39, depending on the 
model (there are four). The more. 
sophisticated models feature a “by- 
pass" switch, which allows the 
household to reserve the filter for 
drinking water only, and to use unfil- 
tered water for dish-washing and 
other purposes. This lengthens the 
life of the carbon cartridge. — 

May-Tzurim purifying devices are 
intended for do-it-yourself installa- 
tion, and ate supposed to fit on any 
standard local water tap. However, 
some consumers tell me they have 
been -unable to ‘attach these to 
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Israeli-made taps, even with the help 
of a plumber, while others report 
that the devices full off, or get in the 
way of kitchen-sink activities. In 
sume cases, they can be mounted on 
top of the kitchen tap rather than 
beneath it, the company says. 


THIS SUMMER, a new concept 
appeared on the market in the form 
of a two-litre plastic jug incorporat- 
ing a filter system. It is called Brita 
and is an import from West Ger- 
many. [t requires no installation, is 
normally kept in the refrigerator, 
and is inexpensive. The list price is 
ΝΙΒ 35, but it may still be available at 
an introductory price of NIS 28. 

Brita, imported by the Soda- 
Stream soda-maker importer, pur- 
ports to do everything and more that 
a Muy-Tzurim tap-type filter dues. 
One pours water directly from the 
tap into the top section of the jug, 
and it seeps slowly through a filter of 
activated carbon, which makes it 
look clearer and removes the chior- 
ine taste. The carbon contains silver 
ions to make it bacteriostatic, i.e. 
inhibit the growth of bacteria. The 
filter also claims to eliminate “over 
90 per cent of the lead and copper” 
in the water; a food technologist tells 
me that removal of lead from 
drinking-water is desirable, while 
copper is not necessarily harmful 
and may be good for us. 

In addition, the Brita filter, unlike 
that of May-Tzurim, claims to con- 
tain an ion-exchanger which helps 
soften the water, without adding to 
its sodium content. The softening 
feature will be appreciated if Brita- 
filtered water is used in keitles, the 
manufacturer says, as it should re- 
duce the build-up of scale. 

A disadvantage of Brita, of 
course, is that you have to keep 
filling it - unlike the tap-attached 
filters which work automatically. If 
you keep it in the fridge, it takes up 
considerable spuce. The replace- 
ment cartridge, which costs NIS 
6.80, should be changed after every 
60 litres of water in areas where the 
water is hard (which means most of 
this country) or every 100 litres 
where water is not so hard. A car- 
tridge will probably last only # 
month ortwo. . . 


There is a cautionary note on the 
Brita box that “This filter is to be 
used only with potable water’. This 
is to prevent anyone from 
erroneously assuming that the Britas 
jug can -be used out-of-doors to 
purify water not otherwise safe for 
drinking. It cannot, as it does not 
destroy bacteria already in the wa- 
ter, but only prevents their re- 


growth. ΠῚ you tke it on a picnic or 
camping tip, you must still fillit with 
water from an approved-for- 


drinking tap. 
There is only one hunie-type wa- 
ter filtering system in the country 


which actually kills bacteria. ancl 
that is the ultra-vinlet-ray type 
manufactured by the Tana company 
of Kibbutz Netiv Halamed Eel. [tis 
marketed under the trade name 
“Tami.” The home model currently 
for sale is called Tami-3, but an 
improved version, the Tami-4, is 
expected te yo on sile in about a 
month. From what [ have heard 
from Health Ministry sources, il 
would he worthwhile waiting for the

stallution; the price of ‘Tami-4 has 
not been set, hut the cumpany hints 
it will be no higher and may be even 
lower thin the older model. ‘Tuna’s 
water filter systems have a three-wny 
action: they hi Hine filter mesh to 
strain out parlicles of sand, stone 
and rust, they have silver-ionized 
activated carbon to take away the 
chlorine and they have an ultra- 
violet bulb to subject the water to 
UV radiation which kills bacteria - 
virtually 100 per cent, the manufac- 
turer claims ~ backed up with five- 
year-old test results on its behalf 
from the Haifa Technion. 

However, Dr. Marzouk of the 
Health Ministry, who has helped 
Tana test and improve its equip- 
ment, says that earlier models such 
as the Tami-3 were not ideally de- 
signed so as to allow the UV rays to 
penetrate all the bacteria properly, 
and that forthcoming models will do 
the job better. The most sophisti- 
cated is a Tami-5, which is a more 
costly device meant for industrial 
and institutional usc. But the com- 
pany says the forthcoming Tami-4 
for home use will also have an im- 
proved design for UV penetration, 
and greater ense of cleaning sedi- 
ment film off the quartz cylinder 
through which the water passes 
when radiated. 

On a Tami purifying system, the 
carbon filters should be changed 
once every three months, and the 
kibbutz firm automatically sends a 
set of four to each customer's home 
once a year, for NIS 21.85. The UV 
bulb lasts a year to 18 months, and 
costs NIS 19 to replace. 

Tana’s water systems cannot be 
purchased in regular shops, but only 
direct from the company ~ either 
Tana at Kibbutz Netiv Halamed- 
Heh, mobile post Emek HaEyla 
99855, tel. 02-910222. or through its 
sole agency in Givatayim - Tana, 
37 Katznelsan, tel. 03-324975 οἱ 
316971. In the country's central re- 
gion Tana says it will come to homes 
to give a free, nu-obligation explana- 
tion. 

Does the average home need such 
a sophisticated water-purifying sys- 
tem, one designed to destroy virtual- 
ly any bacteria which might be pre- 
sent in water? Not really, if] got the 
message correctly from the Health 
Ministry's Dr. Marzouk. We live in 
an environment full of bacteria, and 
most of it is not harmful tous. “Your 
own mouth and nose are full of 
bacteria," Dr. Marzouk ‘told me, 
rather unappetizingly, as we sat 
drinking coffee at an outdoor cafe,

story he told me about a visit of histo 
a kibbutz, which had installed one of 
Tana's ultra-violet water purifying 
systems. ‘And where do you think it 
was? In the children's house, which 
surely contains the kibbutz's most 
precious possessions?

the urge to have his home water 
supply purified the ultra-violet way, 
he might be fearful of the term UV 
“radiation. According to both Dr. 
Marzouk and various other pure 
food ind water experts, water tre- 
ated in this way does not retain any 
radiation which could be harmful to. 
humans, This procedure, I'm told, 
bears no relation to the effect on us 
of receiving UV radiation directly 
from sunlight, a contributing factor 
in skin cancer. 


The Brita jug claims ta do everything and more than atap-type filter, 


SO FAR, I have discussed the re- 
moval of chlorine from drinking-wa- 
ter solely in terms of people's desire 
to improve its taste. Some people, 
however, are concerned about the 


possible long-range dangers to 
health of chlorine compounds and 
feee chlorine which remain in our 
water as the result of deliberate 
chlorination of water by the author- 


ities τὰν kill bacteria. 

Chlorine compounds, which 
means chlorine combined with orga- 
nic matter in water, are “suspected 
carcinogens" in the terminology of 
Dr. Marzouk, and “mild carei- 
nogens" in the terms of Dr. Yoram 
Malevski, the food technologist who 
is an adviser to the Histadrut’s Can- 
sumer Protection Authority. The 
general position of health authorities 
is that the possible long-range dan- 


‘ gers of chlorination, not fully 


proven, are outweighed by the short- 
term benefits of protecting entire 
populations from infectious dis- 
cases. 

Dr. Mulevski, while appreciating 
the value of chlorination, suggests 
that we remove chlorine at home 
before drinking for reasons of health 
as well as taste. 

It is not only chlorine compounds 
which might be harmful, but also 
“free chlorine” residues. There is a 
theory, not fully accepted yet, he 
admits that free chlorine “attacks 
the arteries and makes them more 
susceptible to cholesterol buildup.” 
In any case, in the Malevski home, 
water is treated to remove the chlor- 
ine. But this is done by the primitive 
method of allowing a covered con- 
tainer of water to stand on a counter 
for 24 hours. The chlorine evapo- 
rates into the air layer at the top of 
the container, and when the cover is 
removed, the chlorine dissipates into 
the air. “That's what tropical fish 
owners do with water they want to

add to their aquariums, hecnuse the 
chlorine would harm the fish,” he 
says. (A pet shop specializing in fish 
confirmed this.) 

Only water for drinking need have 
its chlorine removed, Matlevski says, 
For boiling or cooking. it is not 
necessury, as boiling destroys most 
of the chlorine in any case. ἴῃ addi- 
tion, the Malevskis have a simple 
wire-mesh filter on their kitchen tap 
— just ἃ scraen ta catch the roughest 
of the sand particles, 

pony people teli me that they 
regularly bail all theic drinking-water 
at home - as a precaution against 
possible bacteria. Dr. Malevskicom- 
mented that, while it indeed destroys 
bacteria and gets rid of most chlor- 
ine, it also destroys much of the 
other minerals found in water. 
Water that has been boiled has a flat 
taste, and may be deficient in minét- 
al value. 

One method of taking all the 
minerals out of water ~ the 
along with the bad — is distillation, 
and Maleyski says that some Amer- 
ican homes resort to this, as the 
lesser of two evils, to make sure they 
have "pure" water. But he says that 
distilling equipment is too expensive 
for home use here, and anyway, 
distilled water, being devoid of any 
minerals, is not beneficial for us 
either.

AUSTRALIAN JEWRY boasts 
two povernors-general, 
communder-in-chief of the armed 
forces and even a halachically Jewish 
prime minister, as well as countless 
state and [ederal parliamentarians, 
more often than not occupying 
cabinet posts, 

Hilary Rubinstein fortunately 
avoids the rut in which histories of 
Jewish communities define them- 
selves according to their status 
among the wider non-Jewish com- 
munity, While Sir Isaac Isaacs, Sir 
Zelman Cowen, Sir John Monash 
and Malcolm Fraser rate mentions in 
Chosen, these are in the context of 
their integral or peripheral roles in 
the story of Australia’s insular yet 
representative Jewish community,

and they share the puges with great. 


Australian Jewish icaders virtually 
unknown outside the Jewish com- 
munity. 

Rubinstein’s inward-looking 
chronicle reflects the depth of her 
community's commitment to Juda- 
ism. This commitment was not al- 
ways present. Until un influx of East 
European Jewry in the 1930s and 
1940s, Australian Jewry was more 
anglophile than England's own 
Jews. Rubinstein demonstrates how 
19th-century leaders and rabbis 
urged against any demonstrable dis- 
play of Judaism. Jews strove to be 
identified with all aspects of Austra- 
lian life. 

Nonetheless when, in the last de- 
cades of the century, it was 
erroneously rumoured that Austra- 
lia was to take in tens of thousands of 
Russian Jewish refugees, the popu- 
lar press suddenly overflowed with 
images of unclean, unshaven, heavi- 
ly accented, money-lending Jewish 
stereotypes. The Jewish community 
was aghast: these images had, of 
course, nothing to do with the reality 
of “integrationalist" Australian Jew- 
ty. What they did not realize was 
that anti-Semitism is mythological 
and has nothing to do with reality.

This is acutely demonstrated in 
Chosen in the figure of Lieutenant 
Phil Harris, Jewish editar of the very 
Australian Aussie, a magazine for 


First World War veterans. One of 
Harris' closest friends was Henry 
Lawson, the venerated poet whose 
anti-Semitism venom is only surpas-* 
sed in this century by Ezra Pound 
and T.S.Eliot. More poignantly, 
nowadays Aussie is lovingly facsi- 
miled and redistributed by the 
League of Rights, the foremost orga- 
nization promoting Jew-hatred in 
Australia. 

While things have improved, Au- 
stralian Jewry still occasionally 
lapses. In recent years, ἃ few com-. 
munity spokesmen, out- 
Podhoretzing Podhoretz in their 
identification with the right as the 


salvation of the Jews, have identified 
themselves with and defended cle- 
ments of the Australian right which 
have slandered the international 
Jewish effort to svek aut and prose: 
cute Nazi war criminals. 

Perhaps not wanting to step on 
any living toes, Rubinstein abandons 
her usually perceptive and critical 
eye in her last chapter and complete- 
ly ignores this and other juicy con- 
troversies; indeed, she sometimes 
uescends into the kind of language 
spoken at Wizo funcheons. Worse. 
One cun very occasionally detect a 
mild kowtowing to vested commun- 
ity interests. She overblows the 
establishment-despised Jewish 
Counci) to Combat Fascism jan 
Anti-Semitism as a “communist 
front"; even more petlily, in listing 
every post-war Jewish cabinet minis- 
ter she “forgets’” Moss Cass, wha 
way closely identified with the left- 
of-centre. cool-on-Israel prime 
miniver, Gough Whitlam. 
DESPITE ity final pages, the bak 
functions admirably ay Rubinstein 
intended it: a textbook for Jewish 
students, and for the interested 
general reader. In this respect, 
Rubinstein's only drawback is her 
over-reliance on the kind of docu- 
mentation which is notoriously unre- 
liable in any community; for in- 
stance, the Bankstown Synagogue 
Youth, described in the Jast chapter 
as “offering asocial life with a Jewish 
knowledge, awareness and identity” 
had, a5 1 recall, a total membership 
of one. 

Understandably, Rubinstein 
abandons the thoroughness of her 
earlier work, The Jews in Victoria, 
1835-1985, to maintain the interest 
of the high-school and general read- 
er. Still, one is left hungering for 
further details of the lives of charac- 
ters such as the wanted criminal [key 
Solomon, who could well have been 
Dickens's model for Fngin. Redefin- 
ing Autzpa, {κὸν voluntarily came 
to Australia to be with his convict 


wife, and happily strolled the streets 
of Van Diemen’s Land greeting his 
former criminal friends. Ekey was 
finally apprehended, despite the 
tack of an cxtradition treaty, and 
sent back tu England for trial, His 
sentence Was, of course, convict duly 
in Australia. 

For those wishing to fill in the 
gaps, an extensive bibliography is 
provided; hupefully, the atrociously 
oul-of-whack footnotes will be 
brought inte tine in fulure editions. 


ORAL HISTORIES provide an ex- 
cellent complement to written his- 
tories such us Rubinstein's, and John 
Foster's compilation is no exception. 
Foster has culled [4 histories repre- 
senting memories from 1890s cural 
Germany to 195s Methourne, from 
comunitted Zionist to assimilationist, 
from securely Orthodox τὰ ageres- 
sively secular. 

Swinging frum intense feelings of 
being German to the sudden intensi- 
ty of being Jewish in Australia, 
where there was nu particular press- 
ure fo do anything but survive, the 
interviewees, asked whether they 
regard Australia as their permanent 
home frequently answer "I suppose 
so.” As Fuster notes, it is nol so 
much nostalgia as it is “the Holv- 
caust... rendering many things con- 
ditional." 

The brittle German humour re- 
mains virtually in every account. 
Educator Fritz FriedIander, noting 
Nazi claims of Jewish conspiracy in 
World War I, recalls, “I believe 
Freud called this kind of anti- 
Semitism a transference phe- 
nomenon...” He drily adds, “we 
might call it looking for a 
scapegoat.” 

Foster's Jewish glossary is over- 
adequate (who docsn't know whal a 
bar mitzvah is?), while ais German 
glossary is inadequate. What, for 
instance, is an Abitur? Hupefull 
Allen & Unwin will address both 
books' appendices in future editions. 


FOR THE GENERAL reader, 

this book provides an exotic:

There is also important new in- 
formation on the experiences of the 
Jews of Salonika and Greece during 
the Holocaust. The volume is di- 
vided into five parts: the city. the 
Jewish community, its life, the peo- 
ple and the destruction. 

In the first part, the reader learns 
about the various neighbourhoods, 
about famous rabbis such as Rabbi 
Levi Ben Habib (Haralbach) and 
Rabbi Yosef Lev, about emissaries 
from the land of Israel and the visit in 
1874 of the Safonikan Jew David 
Shmuel Carasso to Yemen, where he 
helped find a chief rabbi for the 
community. ᾿ 


‘The articles by: Alfonso Levy and. 


Daout Levy, former directors of the 
community, shed light on the institu- 
tions and leaders of the community 
in this century. In his description of 
the religious life of the Jewish com- 
munity, Ben-Zion Chai Meir Uziel, 
who was chief rabbi of the city in the 
1920s, notes that divorce was a rare 
phenomenon in the community and 
that the port was closed on the 
Sabbath owing td the influence: of 


the Jewish seamen and port workers. 


ACCOUNTS BY YOUNG leaders 
of the yisity continually emphasized 
the uniqueness of this community. 
Ben-Gurion, who lived in the cily for 
more than a year in 1912 (to learn 
Turkish so that he could get accepted 
to university for law studies), re- 
marked that labour was carried out 
by Jewish workers. Rahel Yanait 
Ben-Zvi complimented the Salonika 
Jewish community. In the “Jeru- 
salem de Lita" in Vilna she felt the 
Jewish galut, but Salonika, “the 
Jerusalem of the Balkans," really 
did feel like the cities of Eretz Yis- 
rael. Dr. Wolfgang Von Wiezel, an 
activist in the Revisionist Zionist 
Federation in Palestine in the 1920s, 
tried to use the example of the 
resettlement of Greek immigrants 
from Asia Minor in the cities and 
villages of Macedonia as a model for 
trimming the absorption expenses of 
refugee and new immigrant families 
in Palestine. 

The book is strengthened by arti- 
cles on the people of the community; 
worthy of mention is. Alliance 
Israelite Universelle teacher Merca~ 
do Kovo, who researched and wrote 
many of them. Rabbis Emmanuel 
Itzhak Brudo and Haim Habib and 
Dayan Itzhak Hasjd receive the 
attention that their stature and 
value in the community merit. Other 
personalities studied for the first 
time are the Jewish parliament mem- 
bers Asher Mallah and Albert Tehe- 
naio, community leaders Leon Re- 
canati (founder of the Israe] Dis-' 


count Bank) and Leon Gattegno, 
Meir Pinto and his school, Emma- 
nuel Salem the lawyer and Emma- 
nuel Carasso, leaders in the Young 
Turk movement, Abraham Recana- 
ti, a leading worldwide activist in the 
Revisionist movement and Dr. John 
Allalouf, who received a decoration 
from the French government in rec- 
ognition of his activitles in Bergen- 
Belsen which saved hundreds of 
Jews from typhus. 

The book succeeds in highlighting 
many episodes involving Greek Jew- 
ty during the Holocaust, Among the 
unique testimonies are Eliahu Has- 
sid’s recollection of the tortures in- 
flicted by the SS on the young men of 
the community in Liberty Square on 
July 11, 1942, before they were sent 
to do forced labour and Ya'acov 
Assael’s account of how he fled from 
Salonika to Athens during the de- 
portation transports. Avraham Ben- 
Aroye, the Salonika Jewish tabour 
leader, recognized throughout 
Greece as the founder of Greek 
socialism and the Greek workers 
movement, recalls his time as a Ger- 
man prisoner in Greece and his ex- 
periences in German labom camps. 
David Brudo describes Salonikan 
and Greek Jewry's participation in 
the partisan movement. Accounts 
are also given of the Hasan trial, in 
which a Jewish collaborator was 
sentenced to death in Greece after 
the war. and the Merton trial in 
Athens. (Dr. Max Merton, advisor 
to the German: military administra- 
tion in Salonika, did not, in the end, 
serve a sentence.) There is also a 
reliable account of the Greek revolt 
in Birkenau's crematorium number 
3, told by Moshe Shmuel: The saving, 
of young survivors in 1945 by 
Ya'acoy Tsur of the yishuv was one 
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of many rescuc attempts from 
Greece to Palestine. 


THE EDITOR and his commitiee 
have shed light on only a part of the 
history of the Sulonikan Jewish com- 
munity, The internal cohesion of the 
community meant little close contact 
with the surrounding Greek popula- 
tion; this was a key factor in the 
eventual erosion of the community. 
Greek anti-Semitism also played its 
part. Thus the internal structure and. 
life of the community have been 
stressed at the expense of external 
relations with the “foreign” Greeks 
round about. Many of the contribu- 
tors to this book were Zionists and 
immigrated to Eretz Yisrael; only a 
minute portion of it was written hy 
the non-Zionist majority of former 
Salonikan Jews who resettled in 
France and the United States. 
Despite this criticism, the book 
arouses the reader’s curiosity -- the 
more so as there is a great lack of 
awareness of the rich culture it de- 
scribes, and a great gap in the re- 
search of Salonikan Jewry between 
the 17¢ch and 19th centuries, The 
large body of Salonikan. rabbinic 
Nterature spanning 400 years has yet 
to be uncovered. As far as the 20th 
century is concerned, many subjects 
which the two volumes of the present 
work do not deal with are on the 
verge of being taken up elsewhere. 
These include the connection be- 
tween Salonikan Jewry and illegal 
immigration to Palestine, the de- 
velopment of the Florentine quarter 
in Tel Aviv and the role Salonikan 
Jewry played in the Polish resistance 
movement and in the destruction of 
the former Warsaw ghetto after the 
Nazis put an end to the Jewish revolt 
there.

Human geography 


FIRST NOVELS are always some- 
what daunting — and second novels 
only 8 degree less intimidating. 
Given the slim chances of getting 
anything published today, they pre- 
sumably have much to recommend 
them, but there may also be much to 
forgive. More than others, they are 
terra incognita, lacking all familiar 
signposts, which can be exhilarating 
for the reader, as is all exploration. 
What one makes of the destination 
may depend on how well one has 
travelled and read the signs, and 
sometimes it perhaps matters Jess 
than the journey. 


Journey and destination are both 
worthwhile in The Beet Queen, 
Louise Erdrich’s second novel, 
whose dust-jacket bears an endorse- 
ment by Philip Roth proclaiming her 
“the most interesting new American 
novelist to have appeared in years." 

Quite a claim, that, but Erdrich is 
indeed an effective cartographer of 
the small town of Argus, North 
Dakota, whose streets, shops, 
schools, surrounding fields and cli- 
mate she charts vividly, in limpid, 
evocative, often beuutiful prose. She 
also has a convincing sense of 
period: time -- 40 years of it, starting 
in 1932 -- renily passes. and Teally 
changes the eda geography of 
the town: the beet fields give Argus 4 
new lease of life, but also rob it of 
much of its character, substituting 
something synthetic, meretricious. 
What endures, for Erdrich, is the 
colourful human geography, a blend 
of her own German-American and 
Chippewa indian heritage. 

Erdrich’s people have a wacky, 
untamed independence of spirit that 
won't, or, it could be, can't kowtow 
to age or chunge. 

And it's always damn the often

bia, of inexorable fate, of the core of 
Savagery at the heart of civilization, 
of never answered achingly-felt 
needs. Erdrich might well have 
taken her motto from Ogden Nash: 
“Life is stepping down a step or 
sitting in a chair/And it isn't there/ 
Life is not having been told that the 
man hus waxed the floor /It is Pulling 
doors marked PUSH and pushing 
dours marked PULL and not notic- 
ing notices which say PLEASE USE 
THE OTHER DOOR.” 


THE SIGNS are cryst#l clear in 
Mohawk, Richard Russo's first 
novel, but the destination Tenched 
after 418 pages is disappointing. 

Russo has written a conventional 
novel of small-town America, of a 
town whose leather industry is dying 
as surely as its outdated dumping of 
wastes is killing the population. 

His themes are the lonely, some- 
times smbiguous fight of 1 good man 
agninst corruption; the choking hold 
of working-class conventions; the 
hidden shames of small communi- 
ties; the cruelties meted out to the 
retarded; the brutalities of life lived 
close to the bone; the difficult rela- 
lions between middle-aged children 
and their tyrannical yet dependent 
parents. A bit of near incest, a 
corrupt policeman, a Vietnam dratt- 
dodger-cum-student-drep-gut, and 
life in Harry's grensy-spoon cafe are 
thrown in for goud measure. 

It's a well-written and constructed 
story, even if some of the characters 
- especially the baddies - are a shade 
one-dimensional, But it’s not by a 
tong chalk a present day Babbitt or 
Main Street, and at the end there 
remains the nagging: so what! 

Russo will probably find many 
readers whose main concern is a plot 
that moves along briskly enough. 
But that is all the readers will find, 
and it’s not'enough. 


MUCH THE same comment applies 
to The Choice, Ted Allbeury's de- 
parture from his usual theme of 
espionage, and his foray into the 
often equally nasty world of vaunt- 
ing personal ambition. ᾿ 

The setting is the sometimes 
sleazy, sometimes creative sub- 
culture of the high-powered adver- 
tising agencies, through which David 
Collins, ἃ working-class lad from 
Birmingham, makes his meteoric 
way. There's plenty of oh-so- 
civilized yet cut-throat in-fighting, 
and the professional details have a 
ring of absolute truth. That isn't so 
surprising, since the publisher's 
notes on Allbeury's earlier career 
show that Collins's story closely pa- 
rallels the author's life. 

Collins, tike Allbeury, starts life us 
a foundry worker and then becomes 
a draughtsman before making his 
leap for a middle-class salary and the 
lure of London. But-what we are told 


about Collins, and don't know about’ 


Allbeury, is that the.sweetheart of 
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his youth, Mary, never takes tu their 
new life-style, with dire consequ- 
ences for our hero, 


WHAT WE also learn is that Collins 
is the son of a gentleman killed in 
World War I whom his mother knew 
for only a few wecks ufter αὶ whirl- 
wind war-time romance between so- 
cial incomputibles. David is born 
after his father's death, unwelcome, 
unloved, bitterly resented, both as 
an unwanted child and as a male. His 
upbringing, described in every pain- 
ful detail here, is grimly Dickensian. 

Allbeury's main concern is to 
show the crippling emotional effects 
of that childhood and youth, as, all 
too soon, the Collins's marriage 
comes unstuck and David finds other 
women, suitable and otherwise, 
more than willing to give him the 
acceptance denied by Mary. 

By writing the second half of his 
Story twice, Allbeury gives readers 
(wo alternative solutions to the prob- 
tem: Greck tragedy or happy ever 
after, 

Allbcury's is a very well crafted 
novel that moves easily from Birm- 
ingham to London and New York 
and than back full-cirele. The prob- 
lems posed are serivus: the poverty 
of shirit produced by emotional de- 
privation; the human price paid for 
ambition; loyalty and betrayal in the 
business world, This is a better book 
than Russo's, though either would 
be ἃ good companion on a long, 
boring flight. But again there's the 
nagging question: Is that good 
enough. 


NOT QUITE good enough, and the 
more disappointing since it comes 
from Jennifer Johnston, that fine 
writer and master of psychological 
portraiture, is Fool's Suncmary, 
which nowhere near matches up to 
her How Many Miles to Babylon, 
The Captain and the Kings, and 
others. 

This novel, too, is concerned with 
the tearing strains of the Anglo-Irish 
relationship, this time seen through 
the eyes of young Miranda, a wild 
and lovely teenager, orphined of her 
mother, living all her life on an 
Anglo-lrish estate and caught be- 
(ween her love for her family and her 
village boyfriend, Cathal, her 
father's protégé. ; 

That sounds banal cnough, but the 
buok is better than this und there are 
flashes of Johnston's real und im- 
pressive powers. 

The story opens with Miranda, 
now a lonely ald lady, facing memor- 
ies on her death bed. 

And the memories sire painful: of 
her British army officer brother 
Andrew, part of the cruel machine 
suppressing The Troubles, bitterly 
estranged from his one-time play- 
mate Cathal, then called Charlie; of 
Cathal, changed by his studies in 
Dublin, torn by the dual loyalties of 
nationalism and deep friendship for 
all her family; of her beloved father, 
the first of his family not to serve in 
the British army, believing, against 
all reason, that one man's vision of 
an agriculturally reclaimed Treland 
can make amends for the barbarities 
of conquest and despoliation; -of 
Nanny, for whom God's will, cruel 
or otherwise, is an imperative; and 
Harry, Andrew's friend, who once, 
and in vain, offered another life. 

Of course it all ends in tragedy, 
and of course, because Johnston can 
do no Jess, it is a tenderly written, 
moving book that throws the issues 
into sharp relief. But it is, really, a 
fragment, a short story stretched 
unnaturally into barely book length. 
with toa many loose ends left unex- 
plored. One wants, at the end, to 
shake Johnston's shoulder and ask 
what she has done with the rest, 
which is, perhaps, some ‘sort of tri-
